It Is quite certain that human beings and animals- 


feel very much the same when they are hungry. ,''A 
hungry man is an angry man." 
The rule is that, 


among animals and ourselves, anger is likely to be 
aroused whenever there Is any Interference with -the 
most important things on which life depends. -Thus, 
a man very soon begins to get angry if he is choked, 
and especially If the gmell and sight of food are not 
quickly followed by the taste of It. 


Many years a-go the great Darwin showed \how 


animals and men express their feelings very oCteri In. 
much the same way. 
But man has the power of 


speech, and this makes a great difference. 
So, In- 


stead oi actually growling: when he Is hungry and 


i 
. '.

angry, he speaks, often showing his bad temper by 
tho words, he ^chooses and the tone of his voice. 
Perhaps someone will then say to him, "Well, doh'.t. 
growl about it," showing that his words Just mean 
a growl and are really tho same thing. If speech 
be impossible, then even human beings may growl 
when; they are hungry, as some people do who 
have lost their minds, or as babies cry when they 
are hungry. , Indeed, that Is. why babies are born 
with the power of crying from the first 


Many animals, says,the Book of Knowledge, get 


Tory angry and growl .when .interrupted at a meal, 
and many human beings, especially men, behave in 
the »ame manner if they are interrupted during a 
meal. 
But we ought to learn not to feel anger,

than we do. Different kinds of human, beings feel 
pain differently. 
Small babies and children are 


probably much less hurt by the same thing "than 
are grown-up people, though wo may be misled by 
the fact that grown-ups make far less fuss aoout 
their hurts,. 


Women may be slightly less sensitive . to pajn 


than men. It Is well known' that on tho average 
they can drink fluids hotter, or hold hotter plates, 
without pain, than men can. . The lower races of. 
mankind differ Immensely from ourselves in this 
respect. For instance, a negro savage will often 


. cut and mutilate his body and take very little nqtlcu 


of it 


So we find that animals feel pain far less than 


we do. The stroke of a whip, which would hurt 
us terribly for hours, and leave a..mark for days, 
must certainly feel very different to a. horse. And 
we knowi that a horse will contentedly eat his'food 
and never move his head In the slightest while a 
vein or artery is being opened'in his body.

Scientific experiments with the divining rod con- 


ducted-by Germans over a period of months'In the 
desert wastes of Syria, and eastern Egypt—approx- 
imately in the district of the new railway lines being 
built toward tho Suez Canal—not only have resulted 
in tho discovery of water, but, have proved that the 
scorned and flouted rod Is about 70 per cent infall- 
ible, according to Dr. Th.

"tuned up" to-an unusual tension/ when, he takes 
tho rod Into his hands and .begins to walk across

The major generally use's an iron rod', for, though 


it is less sensible to .the mysterious forces which 
make It tremble, It works satisfactorily because of 
his highly developed "gifts." 
He has, however, and 


occasionally uses, rods of wood, aluminum and 
silver, which are increasingly sensitive in tne order 
named. 


The Iron-rod never gives a, hint about the-char-

by the raids of our Zeppelins runs up

Into the millions of pounds, according

to the estimate, of neutrals," declares 


Adolph Victor von Koerber, tn an article entitled 
"The Airship in Battle," an exhaustive study of the 


ZEPPELIN 


"3SL 


airship warfare, published in Berlin, giving for the 
first time much In detail of the effective assaults 
of the modern ships 


Von Koerber writes that he has obtained Infor- 


mation which has leaked out of England through 
the close wire netting of. tho censor. He alleges 
the constant fear of the people, the paralyzing of 
trade following the most effective raids, and the"" 
general state of chaos which has been caused by 
the Zeppelin warfare. 
:J "As early as January 2"0, 1915, our cousins over 
the Channel realized that they could- not save their 
country from German shells, although they were 
far away from the battle zone," Von Koerber de- 
clares. 
"The first German Zeppelin attack on that 


date destroyed the English dream of Impregnability. 
And then, seven weeks later, came the bombard- , 
ment of the Point. From that time on the Zeppelin 
raids followed swiftly on one another. The most 
Important towns on the English east coast were 
awakened by gun explosions in the night, and even 
the towns in North England received a visit from 
the Zeppelins." 


Von ''Koerber then goes on to show that while 


the attacks were at first directed against the points 
of military and industrial Importance, that crippling 
of transportation facilities was also planned and 
executed. 
The article quotes from the report 
of 


the captain of the Norwegian steamer Jatun, -who 
saw a Zeppelin attack In-the night. 


"The Zeppelins had just before visUed the Arm- 


strong Works," it reads. "Here the navy yards and 
arsenal were hit by fourteen bombs. In this attack 
seventeen people were killed and forty wounded. 
From the ship we could see that during the night 
several buildings in Shiles were in flames and were 
completely burned. 
The damage done to the Arm- 


strong Works was tremendous and the operations 
of the yards were practically discontinued." 


Von Koerber relates that thirteen attacks wero 


directed agalnst-the forts and harbor works of the 
east and. southeast, and military factories of the 
towns situated jn the Interior of these sections. 
He says: 


"If on these occasions non-combatants were killed 


even' neutral laments it, but when we take into 
consideration the peculiarities of the air battles we 
realize that this can not be avoided. 


"Even many French and Belgians were killed by 


an air bomb of their own ships or of the English 
rescuers, and the French have not refrained from 
covering with bombs German cities which were 
entirely undefended and were in no connection with 
military works. 


THEIR REVEXGK. 


"The night of August 17, 1915, brought the first 


great/ revenge. Our airships attacked the western 
part of London with great success. 
Here England 


was hit In the. heart by the enormous grenades 
which were-dropped on the roof of the Bank of 
England, .into the magazines of the army equipment 
a.nd into the bip provision storehouses. They made 
enormous craters in the block around ths Halborn 
viaduct and the rnilroad station. 


"The excitement and terror of the entire populace 


was terrible. 
A wave of hatred and bitter accusa- 


tion was hurled by the people against the govern- 
ment which had not protected them. 
This storm 


was suppressed by force and half a day later only 
the press' could raise its voice and for twelve hours 
the entire English telephone system was closed to 
the public. 


"For the first time, the member of Parliament, 


Johnson Hicks, criticized the Minister of War with 
bitter words for the lack of necessary defense for 
the country. 


"The panic reached its climax when the 'sacred' 


docks, at which is landed the gold from the whole 
world, were burning from the explosions of bombs 


' 
and the machines'and ships were seriously damaged 
by the overhead fire. 


"The middle winter brought an intermission in 


the attacks of the Ze-pj>elln.«. but in 39J6, one year 
after the first Air attack by Germany, came the 
hews that a. 'arge number of Industrial townn In 
North England, from the west to the cast coast, 
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0? 
^ZEPPEUK 
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had been visited by a squadron of Zeppelins. The 
world gasped when such cities as Sheffield, Liver- 
pool and F>irkenhead were mentioned in the dls-> 
patches as having been visited by the air attacks. 


"During tho latter part of tho winter the operating 


zone of our airships increased. 
Wo know from re- 


ports of our navy officers and from the infuriated 
nrtk-les of the enemy's press that tho effect of the 
attiitlvs v.'iis great. 
We shall soon receive many

"So the dream of safety which Great Britain 


cherished because of her insular^ position has been 
entirely destroyed .by 'the Zeppelin attacks of the 
past two years." 


At this point in his article, Von Koerber relates 


experiences of the men in command^ of the airships 
of war. 
He declares that the war brings to light 


undreamed of accomplishments on the part of the 
men in the armored birds. 


'The voices of the engineers and the foremen are 


heard through the vast space of the Zeppelin shed. 
A whirring sound emanates from the carbon points 
of the enormous arc lamps which throw a white 
light over the grayish monster. The huge body 
almost fills the entire space of the shed.

"The Chief Engineer inspects the ship from end 


to end, examining- thousands of details. His respon- 
sibility 5s enormous, 'demanding of him strength, 
energy and confidence.

starting the engines on the last test before the long 
trip. A thunderous roaring fills the shed. The 
great engines whirl the fans which curdle the air 
and dust for yards around.

moves slowly like the chest of a giant, breathing 
deeply.

"Then the Captain, with his Lieutenants, listens 


to the engines. The slightest discordant sound in 
the tsrrible roar and hum would, be heard by them 
-In an instant. 
The Captain knows Intimately the 


clang of the machine and when he finds It rings 
true he gives the command and the quartet of mo- 
tors are stopped with one clash. 


"Then everyone Is at his post and ready to do 


his duty. 
The whistle of the commander sounds 


clear and shrill at one end of the long shed. Then 
comes the lieutenant's comnland, 'Ship march!' and 
all the men, clinging to the guy ropes of the great, 
airship, begin to pull together, dragging the great 
mass of air and machinery'out Into the open. 


THK START. 


"At the command, 'Attention! 
Let her go!' all 


hands slip from the ropes as though automatically 
moved by an electric current. 
The lieutenant leaps 


to the 'Jacob's ladder' and climbs up" into the iron 
gondola. 
The Zeppelin trembles like a horse free 


of the bridle and sails free nnd smooth into-the sky. 
Then, at the signal from the first mate, the motors 
start their whirr and the great ship, pointed north, 
battling serenely against a strong wind, makes its 
way toward England. 


"From for below the people In the sleeping town, 


aroused by the sound of the buzzing motors, make 
their way to doors and windows and bid God-speed, 
a,afety and success to their air monster. 


"High up, where the captain hopes to find a more- 


favorable air current, the 
mist}, ice cold, beats 


against the uncovered faces of tho crew of- the ship. 
It is not absolutely dark over the sea, but without 
the compass to guide them, the'great ship would 
fly in the night to nowhere and arrive at nothing. 


"But the commander knows his route* and guides 


the flying.ship through the blowing storms, the fog 
and the chill wind. 
Colder It grows as the ship 


makes Its way northward; the wind turns slowly 
to the [northeast, but the Zeppelin maintains Its 
speed and increases it. The air.becomes dryer with 
the cold, a few stars break .through the clouds; tho 
commander points with his hand ahead, and there, • 
lying deep under the course to the north, Is a thick 
bank of fog—the fog of the coast of England! 


•"The steering blade presses the ship still further 


to the north. 
The more she rises to elude the 


coast guard ships the clearer becomes

The Russian, type of coat has much to recommend 


it to our favor—the upstanding collars and long skirt 
section are comfortably protective for cold weather, 
having an air of fitness for street -wear tha.t one 
does not always feel Is shown In suits with shorter 
jackets. Then, too, the Russian coat allows of ex- 
tensive trimming, not always consistent with good 
taste on shorter coats, and trimming in the way of 
fur, embroidery and buttons is a decided feature of 
the new clothes.

One—The chief mode of " demonstrated convey-

According to ,our present knowl- 
edge, the virus leaves the body In the secretions of 
the nose and throat and In the discharges ^rom the 
intestines. The conveyors of the virus include persons 
ill of Infantile paralysis In any of its several' forms 
and irrespective of whether they are paralyzed or 
not, and such healthy persons who may have be- 
come contaminated by attendance on or association 
with the ill. 


How numerous the latter class may be Is un- 


known. 
But all attendants on or associates of the 


sick are suspect. These healthy carriers rarely them- 
selves fall ill of the disease; they may, however, be 
the source of infection in others. On the other hand, 
the fact that infantile paralysis Is very rarely com- 
municated in general hospitals to otheV. persons,

Illinois resulted In a mothers' pension 
bill being passed, and thia is now 
being operated successfully. 
"Feed "the children',"" he urges, "as 
tho best possible insurance for na- 
tional preparedness.

than 50 per cent of the applicants for 
places. Ill the army are rejected be- 
cause Of malnutrition.

New. Tork tp care for children in In- 
stitutions, Judge Neil brings forward 
the fact that the twenty-six states 
now under the mothers' pension act 
spent $10,000,060 last year to take 
care of 100,000 children, or an av- 
erage of J100 per child. Thia makes 
a saving of $127 as against New 
Tork' expenditure, w}th the further 
advantage that the children remain lr> 
their home« and have the :love and 
companlonshJp of their mothers. Ac- 
cording to Judge Nell, the cape of 
children under the mothers' pension 
measure results In a distinct caving to 
the taxpayer.

That carelessness on the part of 


drivers and pedestrians Is primarily

"California,"

Gordon, "with 
less than 4 per cent of tho population 
and less than 2 per cent of tho steam 
railway mileage, furnishes nearly 
5 
per cent of the deaths and injuries 
reported to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission.' During the throe years 
ended Juna 30, 1916, 249 people were 
killed and 10S3 injured at grade cross- 
ings in this state. 
The record Is al- 
ways much worse in the summer than 
in the winter. 
"There 
are 
over 
10,000 
grade 
crossings in California 
and 
$30,000 


would be a low estimate of tho cost of 
eliminating one crossing. 
T^o soparate 
grades at all of the crossings would 
cost over $300,000, and It IB, of course, 
out of the question to consider 
any 
such an expenditure at 
this 
time. 


Neither the peoplo nor tho railroads 
can stand it, 
'Meanwhile 
existing 
conditions 
must ba met. It has been suggested 
that the legislature should paas laws 
requiring all motor vehicles, to come 
to a full stop before passing over a 
grade crossing. 
To my mind a bet- 
ter suggestion Is a law requiring 
the 
drivers of motor vehicles 
to 
drive 
slowly when i approaching 
an 
inter- 
section of a track and highway. 


OTHERS SUFFER, TOO. 


"Personally I have not a great deal 
of sympathy for the careless driver 
who gets hurt In a grade 
crossing 
accident. But our figures •how that 
when a^driver la hurt or killed, three 
or four peoplo with him are also hurt 
or killed. Last September, may 
be 
tsuken as a typical month. Three auto 
drivers were killed in the etat« that 
month and ten - occtzpa-nts 
of 
the 
automobllea were killed at the same 
time. I Nln»- drivers were injured and 
thirty-seven other occupants were in- 
jured. These other occupants of the 
vehicles struck by trains were in many 
cases-—possibly in most cases—-rela- 
tives of drivers, often wives and chil- 
dren, and If the-oaraleea driver when 
left to himself so far 
forgets 
the 
safety of himself and those who are 
nearest to him aa to Jeopardize their 
lives in this fashion, it is time for the 
law to step lr> and tell htm what he 
must do to guard them." 
The 
popular 
Impression la that 
most grade crossings result from rail- 
ways being opened across highways. 
As Commissioner-Gordon makes clear, 
.the fact that most of them are due 
to highways being opened across rail- 
ways and many of them are more of 
a menace than a convenience to the 
public. 
With reference to trespassing

sayn: TRESPASSING PKRXTjS. . 


"In 1014 5336 persons were killed 
in the United States and 6176 . were 
Injured,'while 
trespassing 
on rail- 
roads, and these figures are about the 
same as those reported for the pre- 
Tious years.. During that same <year 
there ,wer^ 165 '.trespassers killed, and 
"217 
injured in'California. In the last 


twenty-five years there 
have ' 'been 
over' 212,000 people 
killed 
in 
the 
United States In railroad 
accidents, 
and of this vast number over 112,000 
were trespassers. 
This record "would 
be bad enough it those who suffered 
were tramps and 'ftobos,' but when 
we find that. 75,000 of the total killed 
were citizens of the locality in which 
the accident occurred, and 13,000 wer» 
children under 18 years of age, 
we 
must admit to be absolutely disgrace- 
ful."The grade crossing problem is one 
which is met with, more or less, In 
all countries, but trespass 
accidents 
occur only in the United States. 
In 
Europe the property of the railroads 
Is no more used for public thorough- 
fares than ara privately owned ranches 
arid farms in this country, and even 
Canada, with more excuse than the 
United States . for permitting 
tres- 
passing In and around railroad tracks, 
has rigid, antl-trespassing laws which 
are strictly enforced." 
Referring to the passage of anti- 
trespasslng laws In this country, Com- 
missioner Gordon adds, "I believe the 
day will coma when it will be done 
and those of us who are compelled 
to think of theso things should do all 
we' can to hasten Its coming." .

for Dead Doctor, Who Is 
Compared to Zeno. Aristotle 
Who 
Ended 
Their 
Lives 


I-OS ANGELES. July 29.—Prayerless 
and devoid almost of any semblance of 
Brief, one of the most remarkable funeral 
services In the history of I^oa Angeles 
was held over the body of Dr. Edwin 
Kads, 75 years old, who committed sui- 
cide last Monday. 


It was the wish of the a^ecl physician 
that there be no formalities expressive 
of religion when the Inst words were 
epoken over his casket. There were none. 
The place of the priest or the pastor was 
taken by Charming Severance, a layman, 
and his theme dealt largely with the 
theory that suicide Is In every way Justi- 
fiable where living has become unbear- 
able. Mr. Severance said: 


JUSTIFIED. 


"Personally I believe that our friend 


flri<3 brother was Justified in departing this 
life aa he did, and, after rending the 
pathetic letter (riving hip reasons, 
rny 


heart gives forth sympathy and compas- 
sion for him. 


"In expressing 'these views I am not 


advocating- Bvilclda for tha trifling Ills of 
life and for temporary troubles that will 
soon pass, but for those- whose suffering 
can be ended In no other manner <uid to 
^vhom life has become a burden too great 
to b« borne," 
-.,. Probably never In the history of Los 
Angeles has such.another funeral service 
been held. Of the forty-odd persons who 
\ Attended the services only one little girl 
'in white gave vent to tears. She was the 
granddaughter of the physician. 
, 'There .were no crepe or flowers upon 
"the light-gray covered casket; one small 
bunch of pink flowers had been placed in 
a vaae near the head of the coffin—but 
the manager of th« crematory placed 
them there, 
r The men and women who (fathered to 
pay. tribute to the dead stepped up In 
twoa and threes to the side of the casket, 
looked upon the face of the physician. 
Jthen^the cover was put back. The slm- 
p'la ceremony was begun. 
; Mrs. Flora Fox, a close friend of the 
dead .phyilcian, read a poem from the 
pen of J. A. Edgarton. The following un- 
usual eulogy by Mr. Severance then was 
delivered: 


"Our friend and fellow mortal, who has 


reached the end of life's Journey and met 
Jhe universal fate of all mankind, be It 
•svhat it will, was not a believer In Im- 
mortality., so doubtB and fears, which 
come to those who do believe, did not 
jexlst to torment him.

U. a. MTLJTAOVT TRAINING CAMP,

The. little town of Sonoma is well 


worth a visit by motorists Interested In 
California history. 
It is a short drive 


from San Francisco and the round trip 
can easily be made in a day, going by 
way of Sausalito and San Rafael. 


Sonoma is full of historical associations 


and many of the buildings. Including the 
Mission of San Francisco Solano, General 
"Vallejo's 
headquarters and 
many old 


Spanish homes are still in a state of al- 
most perfect preservation, although the 
mission has been allowed to run down 
and is not open to the public. 


Sonoma was the scene of the famous 


"Bear Flag Revolution," Inspired by John 
Charles Fremont 
or William Ide—his- 


torians differ—when Vallejo was 
taken 


prisoner and the fort seized. At the time 
Ide, who had proclaimed himself leader, 
made a rlmjlrig speech of Independence 
and demanded a flag, Fremont having- 
provided them with none. 


"Jf man named Todd, who claimed to be 


a relative of Mrs. 
Abraham 
Lincoln, 


found a flour sack which ha cut Into the 
proper shape, and from a red flannel 
shirt cut out a bear and sewed the red 
to tho white. Then, with a pot of paint. 
In tho corner of the flag he painted a 
Ftar and beUrw the presentment of the 
bear, the world "California Republic!" 


The Mexican flag was hauled down and 


on June 14, 1S46, this work of art and 
patriotism wan given to tho breeze In the 
plaza at Sonoma. The old flagstaff Btill 
stands. 


This act was followed almost imme- 


diately by the Joining of the insurgents 
by Fremont, and tho latter'a marching to 
meet the Mexican forces 
which 
were 


supposed to be at San Rafael. No force 
was found there so, after giving chase 
to Torre and waiting a week, Fremont 
finally left the region, taking -with him a 
number of cattle and horses, and re- 
turned to Sonoma. 


On the flfth of July he assumed com- 


mand of the insurgents which ultlmated 
In the final conquest of the state. 


The /Mission of San Francisco Solano 


was founded at Sonoma. 5t years after 
the flrst Franciscan mission was founded 
at San Diego. It .was the twenty-first 
and last to be established by the Spanish 
Padres. The first deremonles took place 
July 4, 1828, and nine months later the' 
church was dedicated. 


The pueblo of Sonoma Tme organized 


as a part-,of; the s«oularltation of San 
FrajiclBco'Solano and to-afford homes for 
tho colonists brought £o tht> cAiat. In 
the same--year, the soldier* of the Pro- 
aldlo of San Francisco 
de / Asls were 


transferred to Sonoma, to act as a pro- 
tection of the frontier, to overawe the 
Ruoalans and to check the 
Incoming 


Americans. They'wer« supported mainly 
at the expense of General Vollejo.

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PREPAREDNESS CRIMES EXPOSE 
SHORTCOMINGS OF PUBLIC MEN 


A: 


,, 


AN FRANCISCO, July 29.— 
If it was the aim of Rudolph 
Spreckels to get more promi- 
nently in public view thi-ough 
his mass meeting on the 
Thursday night preceding the 
preparedness parade he ac- 
complished that end. It was 
at this meeting that William 
McDevitt gave his advice to 
shoot paraders in the back, or 
in the back of the -neck. Mc- 


Devitt was the first speaker that 
Chairman 


Spreckels introduced. The public has been sur- 
prised to learn that he is a city official. He is an 
election commissioner, was appointed ' by Mayor 
Rolph and draws a salary of $100 a month. The 
public is still surprised that there is no effort any- 
where to sever him from any official connection 
with the city of San Francisco. This, it will prob- 
ably be represented, cannot be done because of lack 
of provision in the statutes to meet the situation; 
but it would be interesting to know whether he ever 
took a square oath to support the constitution of the 
United States.

Official Alignment 


Some who have thought over the situation as it 


discloses official alignment have been surprised at 
the summing up. They look in vain for any direct 
representative of the city, state or federal govern- 
ments to be definitely: allied on the side of law and 
order, which is undoubtedly exemplified by that 
great body of. merchants and business men, the 
Chamber of Commerce. All who indulge in such 
thought are likely to begin with the mayor. Just at 
present he is somewhat hysteric over the dynamit- 
ing outrages, but there is no need of discussing 
where he'has been in the long series of incidents 
that have gone before. Besides the mayor there is the 
whole city government, which includes the Board of 
Supervisors, the police control, the police courts and 
the sheriffs office. Then farther along there is 
State Labor Commissioner McLaughlin. There is 
the federal brigade, which up to a certain point has 
been cooperating with the city administration in 
manipulating the situation. 
The Federal Brigade 


The federal brigade deserves special notice. On 


this page last week the attitude'of Walter Macar- 
thur, federal labor commissioner, was mentioned. He 
was one of the big guns in the anti-preparedness ac- 
tivities. He is an appointee of President Wilson. So is 
Collector Davis. Neither of these has been in the least 
conspicuous on the side, of law and order. When the 
news was brought to the collector that teamsters 
were required to have a permit from a private per- 
son to get bonded goods hauled de did not preserve 
the dignity of the United States government by 
peremptorily ordering the goods to be hauled, but 
pussyfooted down to the waterfront and whispered 
in somebody's'ear. His attitude'in the river com- 
merce threatened added trouble and expense, till 
the situation was relaxed by the greater, incident. 
Nowhere along the line has there been any official 
to lend effort to relieve the situation'in the way 
that orderly people have a right to expect. 
These 


facts are now being realized, and it is proper that 
they should be. In the great effort to emancipate 
San Francisco they will have to be taken account of 
in the most comprehensive manner. 
San Francisco Haven fcr Anarchists 


A few people have been taking account of the fact 


that San Francisco has become.the haven of anar- 
chists, but the general public had not specially noted • 
It till the overt act of Saturday. They were aided in 
the awakening by the fact that McDevitt, the man 
who advised shooting paraders and at the Spreclrels 
mass meeting talked of blood and a red flag in place 
of the Stars and Stripes, is a city official. And they 
then were able to realize that Emma Goldman is so- 
journing in this city and has been for some time, 
and that she was placarded along the route to speak 
immediately after Saturday's parade. They now 
•learn, that "Dr." Reitman, Emma Goldman's as- 
sistant, recently arrived from 
New York; that 


Alexander Berkman has been here for a year pub- 
lishing an anarchistic paper appropriately named 
the "Blast"; that there are a number of "groups" 
that have been meeting regularly and whose meet- 
ing places''have-been-well-known to the authorities. 
That all this could go on without interference and 
even without protest has without doubt established 
San Francisco as a fine place for the cuit that is not 
allowed open propaganda in any other city. 
Restraint of the Police 


The San Francisco police have generally been 


classed as standing in with the lawless persons who 
manifest themselves when labor troubles are on, at 
least of treating them gingerly, and of not being as 
bent on maintaining order as guardians of the law 
are expected to be. This has seemed to be so in 
a general way, for policemen are after all only sol- 
diers and must obey orders. But it is a fact that 
they chafe a good deal over the opinion held of them 
by the general public and which they cannot help 
realizing. If you can get a fairly intelligent police- 
man's way down opinion you will learn how he feels 
about it—how he would like to go in and clean out 
the lawless. But he has to conserve his job. He is 
cognizant of cases where officers fell under the ban' 
of certain influences and suffered from it. Take the 
rein off policemen and they would stop this lawless- 
ness in no time. And that they would enjoy it must 
be concluded from, the relish with which they 
quelled the attempted street car strike. They are 
defied by lawless persons, who manage to get im- 
munity through influence higher up till they would 
undoubtedly enjoy being turned loose. 
Political Air Clarifying 


There is small doubt that this tragedy has cleared 


the political air somewhat. 
It had for a long time 


been befogged by demagogic, utterance and political 
propaganda. Those so engaged have been able to 
keep the fog on through ingenious manipulation. 
Some of them may not have been in sympathy with 


the spirit shown against the preparedness parade, 
but they were not definitely against it. 
The'G.ov- , 


ernor's absence may be satisfactorily explained; but 
if he-had been sympathetic with the great patriotic 
movement he might have made effort/to be here,-or 
at least he could have explained why his presence 
was not readily possible. There is a very definite 
sentiment that it is time to quit catering to the class 
that is so tolerant of the perpetrators of lawless- 
ness, or so readily impressed with their alibis. Po- 
litical .chaos has existed in this State for six years. 
There is a. feeling that stable conditions ought 
to be brought about. 
The responsible element of 


the community is emboldened to take things in 
hand. When it does this definitely there will be 
nothing to it but law and order.. 
Recalling Other Days and Events 


Two or three older San Franciscans have expressed 


to me, in a singularly identical strain, how similar 
the situation now is to that famous one of just sixty 
years ago. Now, as then, lawlessness is rampant. 
Now, as then, human life is unsafe. Now, as then, 
the city administration is in incompetent, inefficient 
and indifferent hands. Now, as then, the responsi- 
ble manhood of the city has felt the necessity of 
organizing to enforce law and order. Now, as then, 
a strong man has come to the front as a leader, 
around whom the law-abiding element of the city 
rallies. Not yet, as then, have these earnest men 
formed into military companies and taken summary 
proceedings. They have not assumed that things 
will come to such. pass. They hope to the last man 
that they will not. B.ut they are going'to be ready. 
These old-timers see exactly the. same determination 
today that they remember of that other historic 
body. If. anybody thanks there is not earnestness 
in the several thousand who have enrolled or stand 
ready to .enroll for the preservation of order—or 
rather, for the restoration of it—he should attend 
the mass meetings and listen to the expressions. 
Anarchists Keep Right at It 


As the preparedness parade marched up Market 


street, and after the bomb had been exploded, the 
paraders were stared in the face by a big sign an- 
nouncing that Emma Goldman would lecture after 
the parade was over. ' There was no protest from 
the authorities, and in the hall out on Fillmore street 
the frank apostle of anarchy held forth in her- usual 
vein. There was no police. supervision, and no re- 
straint exercised, though evidently the priestess of 
anarchy did not deem, it a good time to refer very 


. pointedly to the affair of the day.' At the end of 
her set harangue she announced that she would 
answer questions, and one query that she said .she 
realized would be asked was what the opponents of 
preparedness would do in the event of .this country 
being invaded by Japan. Her answer was, "What 
have you got that would suffer from invasion? You 
do not own houses nor stores nor anything, that 
might be taken, or destroyed." . And while Mayor 
Rolph was laying it on thick at the mass meeting 
last Wednesday night about -the glorious record of 
the police, Emma Goldman was holding forth.again 
at the hall on Fillmore street.

The Mayor Lauds the Police 


Any who think that San Francisco is not stirred 


cannot .have attended the mass meeting Wednesday 
night. Any of those who live by deviousness, and 
who believe "it will blow over" after a little, do. not 
gauge it well. For the earnest business men, and 
law-abiding citizens in general, who realize the city's 
handicap and shame and who have tried to get along 
by temporizing,'have started out on a new tack. 
The accounts of the meeting do not give one rather 
important phase of it. Mayor Rolph felt that the 
city government should' be justified, and in his ad- 
dress entered upon a'fulsome arid ill-timed laudation 
of the police department/declaring its. record to be 
a noble one, that- "we have just reason to point with 
pride to its record of last year," and that "it has 
earned the utmost confidence of the city." This re- 
ceived respectful attention and that was about all; 
but when Otto Irving Wise, immediately following, 
declared that "the tragedy of last Saturday was the 
culmination of a long period of lawlessness and dis- 
order," there was a demonstration, the meaning of 
which could not be doubted. . 
Chief Golfs When City Is Dynamited 


Chief of Police White is.getting attention in con- 


nection with the dynamiting. The explosion took 
place at six minutes past two. At ten minutes past 
three the chief • mounted the steps of the golf club- 
house at the Presidio, and as soon thereafter as it 
was reasonably possible emerged with golf equip- 
age and proceeded to enjoy himself at the interest- 
ing game. The general public would not have known 
so much about.this had the chief not felt impelled 
to explain how it was, in answer to something that 
got into print. No explanation could explain the ab- 
sence of the chief of police from his post of duty in 
such emergency as confronted the city at that hour; 
but the chief said that he had a date with his wife 
to play golf. The severe criticisms of the police 
protection in San Francisco is not causing very 
great wonder to those who take account of this in- 
cident. And it is not a matter of surprise that such 
defense as Mayor Rolph attempted at the mass 
meeting Wednesday did not make an overwhelm- 
ing hit.

Rumpus in the First National 


The ructions in the First National Bank were not 


a surprise in financial circles. Something has been 
expected for a long time. It is an old and conserva- 
tive institution, its clientele in large part being men 
of big interests. Captain Hooper, who summarily 
sold his stock and thus automatically eliminated 
himself from the directorate, is one of the largest 
shipowners and ^wealthiest citizens of the .city. Un- 
doubtedly'.he has had troubles of late in connection 
with his ships that have not conduced to his patience 
as to things that have *>een going on. Finance, 
commerce and the larger affairs of life do not mix 
well with the sort of thing that Rudolph Spreckels, 
the president of this institution, 'has been so palpa- 
bly indulging in. Financial interests are not pro- 
moted by such utterances as those which were . 
voiced at the peace meeting Thursday night. The

First National, are .interested as to what may happen 
to him. fie it was who authorized the bank's contri- 
bution of $10,000 to the Chamber of Commerce fund, 
which was the immediate cause of the trouble. His 
action was sustained by the board of directors 
against protest of-the president at three meetings. 
Lynch has been with the bank thirty-seven years. 
He has for years figured prominently at the bank- 
ing convocations of • the state and nation, having 
been president of the national body. But those who 
understand the Spreckels nature are ready to hear 
almost anything as an aftermath of thus upheaval. 
A majority of the First National stock is largely 
controlled by the Spreckelses, Moffitts, Mrs. Elea- 
nor Martin and Senator Phelan. 
Dr. Herbert Mof- 


fitt is Rudolph's brother-in-law,1 and the doctor's 
brother, J. K. Moffitt, is a vice-president of the in- 
stitution. A third Spreckels brother-in-law is Col^- 
onel Jackling, who is fairly made of money. The 
situation is further complicated by the fact that 
Lynch and J. K. Moffitt are not on terms because 
of prior differences, holding converse only as of- 
ficial bank business requires. They are cousins.. Of 
course it is to be understood that the bank is one of 
the solidest institutions in San Francisco. 
'One of the Anonymous Letters 


Charles F. Hanlon, attorney,'received an anony- 


mous letter of the general character of many that 
were sent threatening dire consequences as to-those 
participating in the preparedness parade. -This one 
was printed with a pen in green ink. Mr! Hanlon, 
like most of the others, threw it in his waste basket, 
but remembers that the tenor was that if the parade 
started it would not.get three blocks from the ferry 
building. A theory is built up from this that the 
perpetrators made calculation for the usual delay in 
starting the procession. Nearly always the actual 
start of parades is at least half an hour after the 
advertised time; but Grand Marshal Mullally was 
punctual to the minute, and was well up Market 
street at the right of the line when the explosion 
took place. It seems reasonable to suppose that the 
infernal machine was designed for the grand mar- 
shal and those with him in the lead-off. It is pos- 
sible that the bearer of it arrived late and seeing 
that the intended victim was out of danger and 
knowing that the time for the explosion was near, 
abandoned it and got out of the way, intent on sav- 
ing his own bacon.

Labor Disorders Subside 


The strikes are all over for the time. 
Some of 


them are quiet under a truce, the matters in conten- 
tion, to be'settled by conference or arbitration, but 
there is no hold-up anywhere. There is no boycot- 
ting except a few. stray instances of waiter pickets 
in front of restaurants. Everybody-is back at;work. 


. Willis Polk says that he has four building enter- 
prises .under way, to which so-called unfair lumber 
is being delivered and'put up by regular carpenters. 
The longshoremen and the river froatmen are again 


. at work and things are moving as they have not 
moved for several months. It is a fact, however, 
that care is taken by employers .not to bring issues 
to unnecessary focus, though on the other 'hand, 
they are hot conceding any points. Evidently the 
decided action of the Chamber of Commerce has 
had an effect. There is a palpable feeling abroad 
that this is not a good time to indulge in the sort of 
thing that is ever inseparable1 from strikes. It is 
definitely stated that th'ere is no intention to inter- 
fere .with labor unionism. It may be further said 
that responsible employers recognize the fact that 
proper labor organization is better for the employer 
than no organization. 
A Federal Finger in the Labor Pie 


A few weeks ago on this page it wag told how the 


United States military authorities having bought 
some telegraph poles and piles from the firm of 
Pope & Talbot, and not receiving delivery, inquired 
the reason. Those making the inquiry met with the 
answer that a labor strike was on and that it was 
impossible to make the delivery on that account. 
The material being needed, help was at once sent 
down from the Presidio and the delivery proceeded. 
That was as far as the story w;ent at that time, but 
there is a sequel. Communication was established 
with Secretary Wilson of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor by those who disapproved the gov- 
ernment insuring delivery of its material under 
such circumstances, and the first thing anybody 
knew came an order from the War Department, in 
effect ordering the military not to interfere in 
labor troubles in San Francisco. 
This was at once 


interpreted t<5 mean that the. federal government 
was not to see to the delivery of its material, and as 
a matter of fact, the military guard was withdrawn 
and the work stopped for the time-being. 
Borden's Arctic Expedition 


News comes from- Seattle that Millionaire Bor- 


den's party has sailedr for the Arctic to effect the 
rescue of Vilhajalmar Steffansson. 
Steffansson is 


not believed to be in dire straits, but he is afield in 
the Arqtic and his return is somewhat overdue. Be- • 
sides making a junction with the explorer the party 
will hunt and trade. The voyagers are aboard the 
power schooner Great Bear. In The Knave of two 
months ago the departure of Borden from San Fran- 
cisco on this mission was mentioned. He is a Chicago 
millionaire with a penchant for unusual experiences. 
He is acco7npanied by R. G. Femald of Santa Bar- 
bara, C. K. Knickerbocker of Chicago, an Arctic 
hunter named Slaughter, and others. The expedi- 
tion is under the command of Captain Lane, a wide- 
ly known Arctic navigator. 
San Francisco's Police Courts 


The weak place in this city in auch an emergency 


as now exists, is the courts. It may not be pirtting 
it too strong to say that the police courts are un- 
speakable. The excuse the police have had for the 
immunity enjoyed by criminals that have 'been 
rounded up is that police effort has not been sec- 


onded in the judicial tribunals. Last week we had 
the notable instance of a large body of citizens in- 
vading the police court on the occasion of a particu- 
lar hearing incident to the troubles on the water- 
front, for the avowed purpose of seeing- that justice 
was done. It was a sort of righteous intimidation. 
The magistrate, realizing tne'aim, showed his class 
by ordering one of the visiting party out from within 
the railing. 
Why Bordwell Stays In 


On Thursday Judge Walter Bordwell definitely 


turned down the request that he participate in the 
Republican conference of Saturday, called for the 
purpose of concentrating on a Republican candi- 
date for the 
United States Senate. 
Bordwell's 


stubborn and fatuous determination to remain in 
the field, thereby lessening the chances of a real 
Republican without the probability of his own suc- 
cess, is one of the things that are not understood 
on any reasonable hypothesis. There are rumors, 
however. One of these is that a justice of a high 
state court, being incapacitated through, illness, will 
shortly resign, and that there is a bargain to the ef- 
fect if Bordwell will persist in his candidacy and 
meets defeat, and Johnson meets with success, 
Bordwell will succeed to the vacancy by appoint- 
ment.

'A Cry From Macedonia 


The Woodrow Wilson Independent League of San 


Francisco issues a call for a conference at the 
Palace Hotel on August 5. This paragraph occurs 
therein: "It is likely there will also be a strong 
movement in favor of Governor Johnson .for United 
States Senator, as the Wilson Progressives are fol- 
lowing out Johnson's plea to the Progressives to 
organize within the party they choose to affiliate 
with in the presidential election. Rumors are al- 
ready in the air, however, that Heney may oppose 
the endorsement of Governor Johnson for Senator, 
and if so there is likely to be a fight.

Governor's Supporters Active 


Al McCab'e has been in the city for several days, 


frequently seen with Sheriff Finn, both going about 
the city in a very earnest sort of way. It is natural- 
ly surmised that they are on business, not at all dis- 
connected with the Governor's campaign for the 
senatorship. This city, which was supposed to be a 
stronghold of the Governor's, afforded a surprise at 
the last presidential primary by reversing prior re-, 
suits. The presence of McCabe and the activity he 
shows while here is taken as an'-effort to mend the 
fence. The waterfront has been .called to account. 
The inquiry has been forcibly made as to what the 
great army of employees and hangers-on are there 
for. The Mayor is not basking in the gubernatorial 
sunshine because of the vote slump, and is no doubt 
being braced up. Matt Sullivan will have to get a 
move on if he expects to enjoy a continuance of the 
Governor's favor; everybody is being keyed up. This 
is realized to be about the last chance. If the ma- 
chine fails to stand the strain the great army thai; 
captured California and has enjoyed possession for 
six years will see its finish. 
Superior Judges to Be Elected 


Five Superior Judges are to be elected this fall, 


and there are but six candidates. Five of these are 
the incumbents, to-wit: Sewell, Trout, Muraaky, 
Griffin and Cabaniss; the fifth is Judge J. G. Con- 
Ian, now a Justice of the Peace. 
The forecast is 


that the venerable Sewell is likely to be one to jfet 
left. He is the most honored judge on the superior 
bench, as well as the ablest, and the bar has great 
respect and affection for him; but he is somewhat 
along in years, and never was a "mixer." The gen- 
eration that knows him best is being superseded, 
and it is feared he will not be able to weather the 
campaign. However, this is not saying that his suc- 
cessor, if he shall be succeeded, is unworthy. He 
seems to have won respect as a magistrate of a 


, .court where it is difficult if not impossible, to win 
distinction. There is a movement among Sewell's 
friends in his behalf, but attorneys do not like to 
enter into campaigns for judicial candidates for the 
reason that if their candidate does not win, they are. 
in a somewhat delicate position with the one who 
does. 
Politics and Matrimony 


Judge Griffin, one of the incumbent candidates, 


has a rather interesting history. He was a clerk in 
Governor Johnson's office. When four judges were 
added to the San Francisco bench three years ago 
he was one of the appointees. Cerf, Graupner and 
Crothers were the others. They were all candidates 
for election two years ago, but Crothers was the tfnly 
one who was successful. But Lawlor had been ele- 
vated from the superior bench to the Supreme Court 
in the election, leaving a vacancy. The Governor 
appointed Griffin to it, making his second appoint- 
ment to the same bench within a year. 
Quite re- 


cently Griffin got manned. Pending that import- 
ant ceremony it was announced that it had been 
planned for this particular time conditionally. The 
condition was that he would not be compelled to 
make a campaign. This was taken to depend on 
whether a rival candidate qualified for his place. 
None qualifying, the ceremony proceeded, and he 
is,now away on his honeymoon. The terms of the 
.four others is for six years. That of Griffin is for a 
short term of two years, which will finish out the 
Lawlor term.

WHEN ARBITRATION FAILED. 


While students of Old World politics know 


that the causes of the great war found root in 
political and commercial schemes formed forty 
years ago, the tendencies of which, were unmis- 
table during the last twenty years, the disinter- 
:sted current reader starts with the assassina- 
tion of the Austrian grand duke at Sarajevo 
and the ultimatum of Austria-Hungary to Ser 
bia. The ultimatum was delivered two years 
ago on the 28d of this July. 


Austria demanded of Serbia that she suppress 


all newspapers in her domain which attacked 
Austria,; that she dissolve a society antagonistic 
to Austrian "government; that she remove anti- 
Austrian teachers from her schools ;-;.r that Aus- 
trian officials be permitted to "collaborate" on 
Serbian soil in these proceedings against Serbian 
subjects; that Serbia and 'these collaborators 
prosecute accessories to the Sarajevo assassina- 
tion; that; Major Tankosich and Milan Cigano- 
vich be arrested; that Serbia'dismiss and punish 
the officials who allowed the assassins to cross 
the frontier; that she furnish explanation of in- 
terviews unfavorable to Austria' given out by 
Serbian officials; that she remove all army of- 
ficers whose names might .be given to her for 
that purpose by Austria,, and that:she inform 
Austria without delay that these measures' hac 
been taken. 


On the face of the records—we cannot vouch 


for the sincerity of Serbia's reply—Serbia of- 
fered to yield on every point except oheJ She 
could not agree, she said,/'to permit Austrian 
agents to act as prosecutors or judges of her 
people, as that would be a "violation bf the con- 
stitution and of the law of criminal procedure.' 
But this point on which she could not yield she 
offered to submit to the judgment of The Hague 
court of arbitration. The response was not ac- 
ceptable to Austria and war was declared. 


• Technically, therefore, the two years of war 
has been the result of failure to arbitrate one 
point that, inasmuch as it involved a question ol 
the organic law of a small nation, seems to us a: 
"being eminently proper to arbitrate, and which 
one side of' the rcontroversy. offered; to submi 
to.a peaceful and neutral court. 


The daily news of the last two years has tolc 


us much, of the-terrible havoc of the war—of 
the millions killed, the millions wounded t,nc 
permanently disabled, the cost in treasure, the 
destruction of homes. But it has not told us all 
The loss through the suspension of constructive 
industry, the crippling of humanity for the long 
future, the sorrow and suffering of widowec 
mothers and orphaned children are. inestimabli 
and indescribable. 


Each nation has a different estimate of wha 


has been accomplished during the war in a mill 
tary and national sense, but in every case the 
compensations fall far short of- justifying the 
sacrifice. The end of the war is not,discernible. 
A stage has not even been reached at which it 
appears propitious for a neutral nation to sug- 
gest peace negotiations.

ernment's merchandise business is a government 


: corporation in which at least fifty-one percent 
:' of the capital stock shall be controlled by the 


• government. 
The minority stock may be held 


'• by private individuals, who thus become 
the 


government's partners. 
Thus the government 


and the individual shipper, through the conniv- 
ance of the government, grab the privilege of 
putting foreign-built vessels in our coastwise 
trade. It is not reasonable to believe that if the 
government does this sort of thing the private 
shipping company operator will be denied it. It 
would seem absurd to say that the "Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company by purchasing stock in the 


'•• government corporation, could operate under 
, the cloak of this partnership foreign ships in 


the coastwise trade and could not send its strict- 
ly privately-owned ships into the same trade. 


The result of this legislation is not difficult

BERKELEY, July 2D.—Tho University 
of California ann6unced today that every 
single one of tho twenty-three women's 
fratentltiefl and house clubs score a bet- 
tar average In scholarship for the paat 
half year than'the average! for the male 
undergraduates as a 'whole. 
The women who belong to Greek letter 
fraternities averaged better In scholar- 
ship than thoso who do not. The average 
grade of all the womnn's fraternities for 
the half-year ending in May, 1916, was 
3.0048, ns compared with 2.0188 for the 
women's house clubs, 2.033 for the under- 
flTPduste women who belong neither to 
fraternities nor to house clubs, and 2.2906 
tor undergraduate men a a a whole. Tho 
scholarship of the members of the wo- 
men's fraternities' was better than that 
of tho women who belong to no organiza- 
tion. 


The 
women's fraternity which made 
the b^st record in scholarship scored an 
average of 1.S2S, as compared with 3.006, 
the highest record for any of the men's 
fraternities. 
There.were nine of the wo- 
men's organizations which were better In 
their marks than the best of the men's 
fraternities. 
Of the nine, the second and 
sixth were house clubs, while the other 
seven were Greek letter fraternities. . 
The sixty-nine men's and women's fra- 
ternities ancl house clubs in the Univer- 
sity of California are with few exceptions 
proving 
of great aid to the University 
through the keen spirit of competition In 
which they are endeavoring to excel in 
ficholarship.
